“Certainly there is no use beating about the bush. 
You can’t have your credit shot to pieces, and expect 
to exchange city securities for property.” 

He means here that he will soon take measures 
to enforce what he called earlier last week as the 
“adequate fare.” He is planning to “exchange city 
securities for property” and maintain the high value 
of these “securities.” 


That is to say, he is planning to turn over to the 
present stockholders and bondholders of the sub- 
ways (the Wall Street bankers), a new issue of City 
bonds in exchange for “their” property, the subways, 
in a plan of “unification.” .. 

And in order to guarantee the City payments on 
these bonds he will introduce “an adequate fare“ 
the 7-cent fare! 

On the subject of wages for Civil Service em- 
ployees, LaGuardia has already taken grim steps about 
whose outcome there cannot be any doubt. He has 
asked the State Legislature to give him power to effect 
what he is pleased to eall “major operation,“ in order 
to raise the necessary $40,000,000 to pay the Wall Street 
bankers. And this means that City employees of the 
school system, the various hospital, welfare, educational 
services of the city are headed for another sharp wage 
cut—unless they fight! 

In its totality, LaGuardia’s program is the pro-
